>n-exchange  Resins 

Recent  developments  in  ion-exchange 
isins  are  described  (pp.  260-62)  in  a  lucid 
"tide  of  technical  and  practical  value, 
[uch  of  the  account  is  devoted  to  the 
urification  of  water.  It  may  surprise  many 
eople  to  learn  that  the  cost  of  maintain- 
ig  an  ion-exchange  plant  for  purifying 
fater  is,  for  small  quantities,  from  10  to 
0  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  distillation,  and 
f  large  quantities  it  is  as  low  as  about  5 
er  cent.  Users  of  distilled  water  reading 
lis  for  the  first  time  can  work  out  the 


initial  cost  of  the  plant  in  each  case  and 
the  probable  life  of  each  plant,  thus  arriv- 
ing at  a  fairly  accurate  comparison  of  the 
relative  merits  of  the  two  processes.  This 
application  of  ion-exchange  resins  is  by  no 
means  the  only  one.  The  illustrated  account 
of  the  process  of  water  purification  is  fol- 
lowed by  themention,  with  brief  descriptions, 
of  seven  other  functions  performed  by  these 
bodies.  Some  of  the  functions  are  obviously 
of  a  nature  involving  skilled  supervision. 
The  point  for  many  of  us  who  read  pp. 
260-62  is  that  by  studying  the  details  given 
we  increase  our  knowledge  of  an  important 
branch  of  applied  chemistry. 

Pills  for  Wellington 

A  passing  mention,  in  a  Press  notice  of 
the  Wellington  Museum,  of  an  exhibit  of 
pills  among  the  war  trophies  sent  me  to 
Apsley  House  sooner  than  I  should  other- 
wise have  made  time  to  go  there.  In  this 
instance  the  pill  was  mightier  than  the 
sword.  Three  boxes  containing  pills  are 
shown  in  one  of  the  exhibition  cases.  The 
boxes  are,  or  were,  v/hite.  No  name  of  a 
supplier  appears  on  any  of  them  ;  it  there- 
fore seems  probable  that  the  pills  were  dis- 
pensed by  or  for  a  physician  or  apothecary. 
A  remarkable  feature  is  that  the  ingredi- 
ents are  named  on  the  lid  of  each  box. 
Rhubarb,  in  the  dose  of  one  grain,  is  all 
that  one  kind  of  pill  is  stated  to  comprise. 
The  others  consist  of  rhubarb,  James's 
powder,  calomel,  and  Castile  soap :  they 
evidently  weigh  about  five  grains  each. 
One  wonders  how  much  James's  powder 
was  incorporated,  and  what  its  purpose  in 
so  small  a  quantity  was  supposed  to  be. 
Possibly  the  distinguished  patient  ordered 
it.  No  indication  of  date  or  dates  of  dis- 
pensing is  given.  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell's 
biography  of  the  Iron  Duke  makes  a  men- 
tion of  deafness  and  rheumatism  as  ail- 
ments ;  and  Philip  Guedalla  states  that 
Wellington's  health  began  to  fail  in  1839, 
thirteen  years  before  the  end  came.  His 
abstemiousness  during  that  period  is  said 
to  have  resembled  starvation.  It  was  in 
1898,  I  think — a  year  for  which  I  have  not 
the  C.  &  D.  volumes — that  you  gave  de- 
tails of  a  prescription  dispensed  at  a  well- 
known  Dublin  pharmacy  for  the  future 
field  marshal  in  his  early  infancy.  The 
year  was  1769,  and  I  am  under  the  im- 
pression that  aqua  anethi  was  an  in- 
gredient.

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THE  PRICE  OF  PROFESSIONAL  STATUS

AT  the  moment,  when  most  pharma- 
cists are  anxiously  watching  their 
diminishing  National  Health  Service 
cheques,  and  speculating  on  the  ultimate 
effects  to  their  bank  balance  of  the  shil- 
ling prescription  charge,  two  innocent- 
seeming  proposals  have  been  made  by  the 
Council  of  the  Society. 

Professional  Conduct 

The  first  is  a  "Revised  Statement  on  Mat- 
ters of  Professional  Conduct  for  prelim- 
inary discussion  at  the  Branch  Represen- 
tatives' meeting  and  at  branch  meetings 
with  a  view  to  its  adoption  by  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society  in  May  1953. 

The  second  is  a  report  by  the  Council 
entitled  "  Assistants  in  Pharmacy."  Pos- 
sibly many  pharmacists  have  not  yet  found 
time  to  read  either  document.  Yet  one 
of  them  at  least  contains  potential  dyna- 
mite. Both  are  deliberate  steps  in  a  policy 
to  achieve  for  pharmacy  full  professional 
status.  But,  like  all  goods  of  value,  their 
price  is  likely  to  be  high,  and  it  is  the 
rank  and  file  pharmacist  who  will  have 
to  pay  that  price  and  who  should  decide 
if  the  goods  are  worth  it.  It  is  fair  to 
point  out  at  the  start  that  it  is  not  the 
fault  of  the  pharmacist  if  the  public  and 
the  "undoubted"  professions  regard  him 
as  a  slightly  superior  brand  of  shopkeeper. 
Had  he  been  able  to  live  on  his  earnings 
from  the  subjects  in  which  he  is  trained 
and  examined,  he  would  have  done  so. 
But  before  1948  he  found  to  his  cost  that, 
if  he  was  to  live  at  all,  he  must  embark 
upon  trade  in  external  articles,  and  regard 
his  professional  knowledge  as  little  more 
than  a  personal  hobby,  providing  him  in 
many  instances  with  little  more  than  his 
bare  rent,  The  fault  for  this  was  not  his. 
He  was  examined  in  pharmacognosy  and 
forensic  pharmacy  and  allied  subjects  and 
then  cast  forth  into  a  world  where  the 
market  value  of  those  things  was  negli- 
gible. A  little  less  science  and  a  little 
more  business  training  would  certainly 
have  stood  him  in  better  stead  in  the  life 
he  was,  by  force  of  circumstances,  com- 
pelled to  live.  With  the  advent  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  the  pharma- 
cist in  business  was  enabled,  for  the  first 
time  in  reasonable  comfort,  to  live  on  his 
professional  earnings.  That  state  of  affairs 
was  too  good  to  last.  There  has  been  since 
then  a  persistent  paring  away  of  his  re- 
muneration until  he  has  now  reached  the 


point  where  his  monthly  N.H.S.  cheque  is 
barely  sufficient  to  keep  his  main  whole- 
salers contented. 

It  is  at  this  moment  that  we  are  asked 
to  consider  far-reaching  suggestions  that 
have  as  their  ultimate  objective  the  day 
when  a  pharmacist  may  make  his  presence 
known  by  a  little  brass  plate,  and  when] 
window    displays    of    goods    other  than] 
galenicals  and  "  ethicals  "  will  be  a  thing 
of  the  past.    If  we  could  maintain  even 
our  present  standard  of  living,  few  of  usj 
would  object  to  such  a  prospect.    Indeed,  J 
most  would  welcome  it.  But  what  guaran-| 
tee  is  there  that  present  payments  for  dis- 
pensing will  remain  as  they  are,  and  what 
hope  that  they  will  return  to  the  1948 
level?     If  we  meet  the  Council's  wishes 
and  become  purely  professional,  can  the 
Council  guarantee  members  of  the  Society 
immunity  from  further  cuts,  and  a  square 
deal    from    the    present    and  succeeding 
governments? 

Ban  on  Window  Shows 

Paragraph  4  of  the  Revised  Statementi 
on  Matters  of  Professional  Conduct  reads! 

"  Both  the  external  and  internal  appearance  of  Hi 
the  premises  should  be  dignified  and  reflect  theB 
professional  character  of  pharmacy.  It  should  beW 
clear  to  the  public  that  the  practice  of  pharmacyl 
is  the  main,  if  not  the  only,  purpose  of  the  estab-  g 
lishment.  Articles  other  than  medical,  and  sur-W 
gical  appliances,  and  related  articles  should  noil 
be  displayed  or  stored  in  such  a  manner  as  torn 
detract  from  this  effect." 

Surely,  among  other  prohibitions  this 
clause  would  ban  window  shows  devoted 
to  photographic,  toilet  or  cosmetic  goods. 
What  proportion  of  window  space  could 
be  devoted  to  such  items  without  detract- 
ing from  the  impression  that  pharmacy  is 
the  main  if  not  the  only  purpose  of  the 
establishment? 

And  who  is  to  judge  such  an  indefinite 
matter?  Seaside  pharmacists  might  well 
take  particular  note  of  the  paragraph 
Paragraph  3  may  also  cause  vague  uneasi- 
ness in  an  inspector-ridden  nation:  — 

"  The  obligations  .  .  .  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
discharged  unless  the  accommodation  is  sufficien 
in  size  and  services  and  suitably  allocated,  the 
stock,  equipment,  and  staff  are  adequate,  and  the 
premises  are  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  con 
dition." 

The  report  on  assistants  in  pharmacy 
envisages  the  training  and  examination  of 
the  present  "  Unqualified  Assistants  "  for 
general  counter  and  dispensary  work  under 
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upervision  of  the  Society.  Such  "  vetted  " 
ssistants  would  be  known  as  "  pharmacy 
ssistants  "  and  would  form  a  new  subclass 
□mewhat  analogous  to  the  dental  mech- 
nics  in  dentistry.  Such  trained  personnel 
/ould  doubtless  require  a  higher  wage 
han  that  paid  at  present  to  unqualified 
:aff. 

The  Society's  Council  is  sincerely  con- 
inced  that  these  proposals  are  for  the 
ventual   good   of   our   calling,    and  the 


opinion  of  our  elected  leaders  must  com- 
mand our  respect  and  attention.  But 
things  can  look  very  different,  seen  from 
the  Olympian  heights  of  the  Society's 
headquarters,  from  the  view  obtained  from 
behind  the  counter.  These  points  should 
be  fully  aired  during  the  coming  winter. 
It  will  be  little  use  complaining  later  when 
the  proposals  become  regulations,  backed 
by  the  benevolent  authority  of  the  Statu- 
tary  Committee.

Finishing  Tape — or  Springboard? 

Adventure  on,  for  from  the  littlest  clue 
Has  come  whatever  worth  man  ever  knew.

IVith  the  twenty-first  instalment  in  this 
ssue  (p.  297)  the  C.  &  D.  Refresher 
Course  for  Pharmacists  comes  to  an  end. 
The  need  for  such  a  series  arises  from  the 
iifficulty  a  pharmacist  today  has  in  keep- 
ng  up  to  date  in  a  rapidly  changing  pro- 
ession.  The  problem  is  further  complicated 
jy  his  busy  life,  in  which  he  has  little  time 
o  spare  from  essential  duties.  Neverthe- 
ess,  keeping  up  to  date  is  itself  a  duty, 
nd  one  that  requires  planning  if  it  is  to  be 
chieved. 

In  hospital  practice  the  pharmacist  is 
onstantly  required  to  answer  the  questions 
n  old  and  new  problems  of  medication 
>ut  by  the  medical  men  who  are  "  living 
n  his  doorstep."  That  compels  him  to 
eep  abreast  of  new  knowledge  and  he 
sually  goes  to  considerable  trouble  to  do 
o.  Though  the  problems  of  the  pharma- 
ist  in  general  retail  practice  may  differ 
n  many  respects  from  those  of  his  hospital 
polleague,  he  also  must  face  the  difficulty 
j)f  keeping  up  to  date.  To  do  so  demands, 
[tmong  other  things,  some  trouble  and  ex- 
)ense  in  building  up  a  library  and  a  filing 
ystem.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  little 
ime  given  regularly  to  that  end  brings 
ich  rewards  of  professional  and  personal 
atisfaction.  In  addition  to  technical  and 
cientific  periodicals,  the  "  literature  "  of 
nanufacturers  can  profitably  be  kept  and 
led    for    quick    reference    whenever  re- 


quired. Some  manufacturers  issue  filing 
cases,  and  these  are  an  excellent  acquisi- 
tion if  they  can  be  come  by.  In  their 
absence,  separate  box  files  or,  where  the 
quantity  is  small,  envelope  folders,  may  be 
used  for  the  literature  of  each  manufactur- 
er. No  library  is  complete,  however,  with- 
out a  "  living  "  file  which  keeps  abreast  of 
current  developments.  To  keep  pace  with 
the  ever-growing  list  of  new  proprietaries, 
the  ^greatest  help  is  the  use  of  one  of  the 
indexes  on  new  remedies  of  which  our  own 
Guide  to  New  Medicaments  is  undoubtedly 
one  of  the  most  useful,  with  the  additional 
merit  of  being  free  each  month  to  sub- 
scribers and  only  requiring  the  trivial  effort 
of  cutting  out  and  pasting  on  index  cards. 
[Those  who  do  not  like  to  mutilate  their 
weekly  C.  &  D.  can  send  in  their  names 
for  addition  to  a  mailing  list  for  receipt  of 
a  reprint  each  month  of  the  items  that  have 
been  published  since  the  previous  reprint 
(usually  one  page).] 

We  are  also  able  to  announce  that  the 
Refresher  Course  is  being  reissued  as  a 
single  booklet.  Many  requests  for  back 
numbers  from  people  who  have  failed  to 
keep  them,  or  have  joined  the  Course 
since  it  began,  can  therefore  be  met,  and 
there  are  probably  a  large  number  of  phar- 
macists who  have  followed  it  from  the 
start  who  would  like  to  keep  it  by  them  in 
this  convenient  form  for  further  "  refresh- 
ing "  themselves  from  time  to  time.  When 
the  reprinted  booklets  are  ready  a  further 
announcement  will  be  made. 

Overseas  Trade  in  July 

United  Kingdom  exports  in  July  totalled 
£207.8  millions,  against  a  monthly  aver- 
age of  £209.4  millions  in  the  second  quar- 
ter ef  1952  and  of  £239.5  millions  in  the 
first  quarter.  On  a  daily  rate  basis — there 
were  twenty-seven  working  days  in  July — 
the  decrease  in  exports  compared  with  the 
second  quarter  was  about  9  per  cent.,  and 
compared  with  June,  4  per  cent.  The 
excess  of  imports  (valued  c.i.f.)  over  total 
exports  (f.o.b.)  in  July  was  £69.3  millions. 

The  export  value  of  the  group  contain- 
ing chemicals,  drugs,  dyes  and  colours  was 
£10,358,662  (£100,000  less  than  in  June), 
of  which  drugs,  medicines  and  medicinal 
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preparations  accounted  for  £2,643,313. 
The  figure  for  proprietary  medicines 
(£523,169)  was  almost  identical  with  that 
of  June.  India  was  by  far  the  largest  single 
purchaser  of  both  proprietary  medicines 
and  other  medicinal  products,  taking  goods 
to  the  values  of  £104,572  and  £301,668 
respectively.  The  corresponding  values  of 
shipments  of  those  commodities  to  Austra- 
lia were  £7,926  and  £81,191,  against 
£23,129  and  £196,048  in  July  1951.  The 
total  for  quinine  (£43,000)  was  the  highest 
since  January  (£47,399)  but  that  for  as- 
pirin, which  had  shown  a  progressive  re- 
covery each  month  since  March,  dropped 
to  £57,854.  Insulin  exports  continued  to 
fall,  and  at  £24,737,  were  at  the  lowest 
monthly  value  recorded  since  1950.  Peni- 
cillin salts,  at  £172,204,  were  also  at  the 
lowest  monthly  level  for  1952,  but  penicil- 
lin injections,  at  £161,226,  maintained  the 
average  for  the  first  six  months.  Other 
preparations  of  penicillin,  such  as  lozenges 
and  tablets,  accounted  for  £34,789,  and 
antibiotics  other  than  penicillin  for 
£234,642.  The  value  of  antipaludics 
(£43,050)  dropped  by  more  than  50  per 
cent,  on  the  previous  month  (£104,273). 

Exports  of  perfumery  and  toilet  goods 
were  valued  at  £532,417  including  cos- 
metics, £201,882,  and  dentifrices  £96,139. 
Drugs,  medicines  and  medical  preparations, 
excluding  menthol,  received  in  the  U.K., 
were  valued  at  £297,566,  of  which 
£53,566  represented  re-exports. 

Disposal  of  Uncollected  Goods — 2 

The  records  of  uncollected  goods  sold  by 
a  trader  in  accordance  with  the  Disposal 
of  Uncollected  Goods  Act,  1952,  must  be 
kept  for  six  years,  with  copies  of  the 
trader's  notice  of  the  intention  to  sell,  and 
the  certificate  of  the  posting  of  the  regis- 
tered letter,  and  the  record,  copy,  and 
certificate  or  any  of  them  must  be  pro- 
duced for  inspection  by  the  customer  or 
his  representative,  if  the  request  to  do  so 
s  made  at  any  reasonable  time  during 
the  six  years. 

Failure  to  comply  with  this  "  record  " 
provision  is  an  offence,  and  may  entail 
a  fine  not  exceeding  £100  or  imprison- 
ment up  to  three  months  or  both. 

If  the  goods  for  repair  were  left  before 


the  commencing  date  of  the  Act,  but  the  I 
trader  does  not  know  the  address  of  theB 
customer,  he  is  not  disentitled  to  sell  theB 
goods  by  reason  only  that  he  could  notB 
give  the  required  notice  that  the  goodlH 
were  ready,  or  send  the  notice  of  inten-M 
tion  to  sell  after  the  twelve  months'  grace,  jj 
as  in  post-Act  cases.  But  within  onlM 
month  of  the  Act's  commencing  dateB 
he  must  advertise  in  a  local  paper  a  de-H 
scription  of  the  goods,  giving  his  name  andifl 
address,  and  including  a  statement  that,H 
unless  the  sum  due  is  paid  and  the  goodsB 
taken  within  thirteen  months  of  the  com-H 
mencing  date  of  the  Act,  they  are  liableH 
to  be  sold.  The  trader  cannot  legallyH 
sell  until  that  thirteen  months'  period  hasfl 
elapsed,  but  he  may  then  sell  how  he  likesH 
— not  necessarily  by  public  auction — ancfl 
without  being  required  to  state  the  lowestB 
price  he  would  accept. 

If  a  dispute  arises  between  customer  andH 
trader  by  reason  of  the  customer's  refusalH 
to  pay  the  charges,  because  they  are  heldH 
to  be  excessive  or  that  the  repairs,  etc.H 
have  not  been  properly  done,  the  trader'^ 
right  to  sell  the  goods  is  suspended  untiiH 
the  dispute  is  settled.  That  does  nolH 
mean  that  he  has  no  redress,  or  must  wailB 
until  the  customer  chooses  to  pay.  He  ma>H 
proceed  through  the  courts  and  in  otheiH 
ways.  He  may  also  use  a  provision  in  th(H 
Act,  sending  (a)  a  notice  called  a  "  noticeH 
to  treat  the  dispute  as  determined  "  statB 
ing  that  unless,  within  one  month  from  thiH 
notice,  the  customer  objects,  the  disput<H 
will  be  treated  as  having  been  determinedH!

13. — British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference 

Inaugurated  at  a  meeting  held  in  Newcastle-o 
Tyne  on  September  2,  1863,  when  a  resolution  w 
passed  that  it  was  desirable  to  form  a  Briti: 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  to  hold  annual  meetin 
of  those  interested  in  pharmacy. 

The  Conference  meets  annually  for  the  discussic 
of  subjects  relative  to  the  science  of  pharmacy,  f 
the  promotion  of  friendly  reunion  among  pharm 
cists  and  those  interested  in  pharmacy,  and  gene 
ally  for  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  tl 
charter  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  of  tl 
several  Pharmacy  Acts. 

The  Conference  comprises  members,  honorai 
members  and  student-associates  of  the  Societ 
members  of  other  Commonwealth  Pharmaceutic 
Societies  (under  special  group  subscription  scheme 
and  persons  at  home  and  abroad  who  have  bei 
nominated  in  writing  by  a  member  of  the  Co 
ference,  and  elected  by  the  Executive.

The  title  of  the  Association  was  changed 
in  1905  to  "The  Nottingham  and  Notts 
Pharmaceutical  Association,"  and  in  19 14 
to  "  The  Nottingham  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation." The  Association  is  probably 
unique  in  having  had  president  in  office 
for  more  than  forty  years,  the  late  Alder- 
man R.  Fitzhugh  having  held  the  presi- 
dency from  1876  to  19 1 8.  To  commemo- 
rate his  association  with  the  Nottingham 
Pharmacists'  Association  his  sister  presented 
a  gold  medallion  as  an  insignia  of  office, 
and  bars  that  have  been  added  bear  the 
names  of  several  nationally  known  phar- 
macists: — A.  O.  Bentley,  G.  E.  Trease, 
Wm.  Lee,  Mary  Burr,  D.  E.  Sparshott  and 
lastly  Granville  Shaw.  A  Nottingham  phar- 
macist whose  name  appears  yearly  in  the 
accounts  of  the  Society  is  George  Water- 
all,  who  left  £1,000  to  the  Benevolent 
Fund  for  the  benefit  of  Nottingham  phar- 
macists. The  conditions  of  the  bequest 
make  it  continue  to  appear  as  a  special 
item  in  the  financial  statement.

The  Association  took  an  active  interest 
in  the  defence  of  the  famous  case  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  v.  Shepperley  and 
contributed  generously  to  the  funds  of  the 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Trade  Associa- 
tion which  had  the  matter  in  hand.  The 
case  was  brought  by  the  Society  of  Apo- 
thecaries to  abolish  counter  prescribing  and 
in  it  Section  28  of  the  Apothecaries  Act 
1 815  proved  a  crucial  factor. 

Some  Local  Pharmacies 

Spaciousness  and  cleanliness  are  quali- 
ties of  the  pharmacy  in  the  centre  of  Long 
Eaton  (just  over  the  Derbyshire  border)  of 
Mr.  Granville  Shaw  (chairman  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  Local 
Committee  and  a  member  of  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  chair- 
man of  its  Nottingham  *Branch).  Mr.  Shaw 
bought  the  pharmacy  on  the  death,  at  the 
age  of  eighty-one,  of  the  founder,  Mr. 
James  Gelsthorpe  (a  local  character,  and 
famous  in  the  district  for  prescribing)  in 
1938.  He  has  since  had  the  pharmacy 
enlarged  and  modernised,  and  plans  for 
further  extensions  have  just  been  carried 
out.  The  dispensary,  spacious  enough  for 
two  pharmacists  to  work  in  easily,  is  now 
situated  in  a  hall  behind  the  main  shop, 
visible  from  the  shop  through  a  glass 
screen.  Behind  the  dispensary  are  a  spa- 
cious store  room  and  a  stock-making  room. 
Also  on  the  ground  floor  are  an  optical 
examination  room  and  a  receptionists' 
room.  Optical  machinery  and  large  stock 
rooms  are  on  the  second  floor. 

Mr.  H.  T.  Christian  (vice-chairman  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
Local  Committee,  and  of  the  local  branch 


of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  has  been  ii 
his  modern  premises  at  1  o  Goldsmith  Stree 
near  the  centre  of  Nottingham  since  1947 
after  moving  there  the  business  he  bough 
in    1945  at  No.  50  in  the  same  street 
He  specialises  in  dispensing  of  all  kinc) 
including  homoeopathic.

In  the  centre  is  a  movab] 
island,  supported  on  castors,  which  coi 
tains,  in  shallow  steel  drawers,  pharmacei 
tical    preparations   in    a    classified  orde 
Around  the  perimeter  of  the  dispensary  ai 
the  dispensing  and  stock-making  benche 
Mr.  Christian  has  found  black  rubber  tr 
best  material  for  the  top  of  his  benche 
The  dispensary  overlooks  the  shop  throug 
a  large  plate-glass  window  which  in  tui 
allows   customers  in   the   shop   to  get 
glimpse  of  pharmaceutical  processes.  Tl 
department  is  equipped  with  a  mechanic 
mixer  which,   made   to   his  own  desig 
can  be  adapted  to  a  number  of  purpose 
Other  apparatus  includes  a  still  and  oir 
ment  mill.    There  is  also  an  aseptic  cat 
net.     Flasks    are    kept    in    a  dust-pro 
cabinet    and    corks    in    open    nests  wi 
access  through  one  of  the  vertical  sid< 
It  is  found   that  they  keep  quite  clea 
Patients  who  wish  to  wait  for  their  met 
cine  may  avail  themselves  of  a  waitin 
room   which   is    kept    comfortably  wai 
during  the  winter  and  is  provided  wi 
books.  On  the  first  floor  are  stock  rooi 
containing  respectively  dressings  and  druj 
and  a  staff  room  equipped  with  hot  watj 
gas  ring,  etc.,  for  the  use  of  Mr.  Christia!

A  Historic  Pharmacy 

The  pharmacy  of  Waterall  &  Eberl 
Ltd.,  conducted  by  Mr.  W.  E.  Newbc 
(secretary  of  the  Conference  Local  Co: 
mittee,  until  illness  compelled  him  recen 
to  retire)  at  Chapel  Bar,  was  establish 
on  its  present  site  in  1828  by  a  Mr.  Geoi 
Waterall.  His  son.  of  identical  name,  si 
ceeded  him  and  later  was  associated  w; 
the  late  Mr.  A.  Eberlin,  J. P.,  to  give  1 
firm  its  present  title. 

The  original  premises  were  demolish 
in  1909  and  rebuilt  in  their  present  foi 
The  interior  fittings  are  of  Spanish  oak  a 
the  marble  mosaic  of  the  floor  emphasi 
the  spotless  cleanliness  of  the  pharm; 
and  adds  to  its  distinguished  appearar 
On  display  are  a  number  of  ancient  m 
tars,  three  of  which  are  dated  1583,  if 
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id  1647.  A  large  specie  jar  embellished 
ith  the  Royal  Coat  of  Arms,  and  the 
ched  glass  in  the  back  of  the  windows 
e  other  distinctive  features.  The  dis- 
using is  carried  out  behind  an  open  screen 
;  the  shop,  while  aseptic  work  is  done  in 

cubicle  (in  the  rear  of  the  premises)

He  has  been  in 
siness  there  for  twenty-six  years  and

e  bringing  their  own  babies  to  be 
:ighed.  He  has  always  taken  an  active 
erest  in  local  pharmaceutical  affairs  and 
fore  qualifying  was  in  the  assistants'  sec- 
n  of  the  former  Nottingham  Chemists' 
sociation. 

One  of  the  main  features  of  the  phar- 
icy  of  Beachell  &  Gibson,  17  Market 
reet,  is  its  dispensary  which  was  enlarged 
d  equipped  for  National  Health  Service 
pensing.  It  is  decorated  in  cream 
amel  and  has  a  plastic-surfaced  coun- 
with  stainless  steel  sinks.  Distilled, 
ppermint,  chloroform,  and  camphor 
ters,  and.  solutions  of  drugs  are  stored 
aspirator  bottles  and  are  measured  at 
;  level — a  system  found  to  be  labour 
ring  and  most  efficient.   The  dispensary 


has  an  electrically  heated  air  steriliser  and 
autoclave,  and  an  aseptic  dispensing 
cabinet.  The  dispensary  is  well  lit  natur- 
ally and  has  fluorescent  electric  lighting. 
The  pharmacy  continues  to  dispense  about 
one  private  to  three  N.H.S.  prescriptions. 
Records  show  that  the  business  dates  to 
1865.  Mr.  G.  D.  Gibson  joined  the  late 
Mr.  J.  Beachell  as  a  partner  in  1942,  and 
by  coincidence  had  previously  followed  Mr. 
Gibson  as  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Brady 
&  Martin,  Ltd.,  Newcastle,  by  fifty  years. 

The  long-established  pharmacy  at  5 
Parliament  Street,  now  under  the  name  of 
G.  W.  Taylor,  Ltd.,  was  taken  over  by 
Mr.  G.  W.  Taylor  in  October  1945.  He 
has  another  pharmacy  in  White  Lion 
Square,  Ilkeston,  Derbys.  The  Nottingham 
pharmacy  specialises  in  its  own  proprie- 
taries of  which  a  number  have  been 
handed  down  since  it  was  formed  in  1820. 
These  preparations  are  manufactured  and 
packed  at  the  Ilkeston  branch.  On  taking 
over  in  1945,  Mr.  Taylor  had  the  dispen- 
sary rebuilt,  and  it  now  is  a  model  of 
compactness.  The  walls  and  ceiling  are 
of  vitreolite,  sliding  doors  are  fitted  to 
all  cupboards,  the  sink  is  of  stainless  steel 
and  lighting  is  by  fluorescent  tube.

Mr.  T.  R.  Burrows  (chairman  of  the 
hotels  and  accommodation  subcommittee 
of  the  Conference  local  committee)  has  a 
pharmacy  in  the  centre  of  Beeston,  some 
four  miles  to  the  west  of  Nottingham. 
Established  about  a  century  ago  it  is  the 
oldest  pharmacy  in  Beeston,  but  is  not  in 
its  original  building.  Mr.  Burrows  took 
over  the  business  in  1931  after  qualifying 
from  the  Nottingham  University  College, 
and  being  apprenticed  with  Cragg  &  Shep- 


Space  is  conserved  in  the  dispensary  of  G.  W. 
Taylor,  Ltd. 
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herd,  Ltd.,  from  whom  he  bought  the 
pharmacy.  He  describes  his  business  as 
an  "  old-fashioned  family  chemist's  busi- 
ness." A  special  point  about  it  is  the 
particularly  spacious  dispensary  which  he 
has  had  made.  The  dispensing  is  handled 
chiefly  by  Mr.  P.  A.  McKears,  Ph.C.  Mr. 
Burrows  has  a  very  good  connection  with 
local  doctors.  He  is  a  past  chairman  of 
the  Nottingham  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society. 

One  of  ten  pharmacies  serving  a  model 
municipal  housing  estate  of  10,300  houses 
is  the  shop  of  Mr.  W.  O.  Ayers,  306  Brox- 
towe  Lane.  Apsley.  He  first  went  to  the 
shop  as  manager  in  1933,  one  year  after  the 


premises  had  been  built.  By  1940  when 
the  housing  estate  had  practically  doubled 
in  size  he  was  its  owner  and  in  1944  he 
"  came  out  from  behind  my  little  dispen- 
sing screen,  pushed  away  the  rear  wall  of 
the  shop  and  created  a  large,  well  lighted 
dispensary,"  which  the  pharmacy  has  now. 
The  change,  he  says,  has  raised  his  own 
standards  of  cleanliness  and  service,  and 
the  brightness  added  by  a  spacious  window 
at  the  rear  of  the  premises  is  appreciated 
by  his  customers.  In  winter  they  appre- 
ciate too  the  warmth  of  the  shop  derived 
from  a  slow  combustion  stove.  He  pre- 
pares and  packs  most  of  his  own-name  pro- 
ducts. He  is  helped  in  his  work  by  Mrs. 
Ayers  (treasurer  of  the  local  Conference 
Ladies'  Committee)  who  helps  particularly 
witji  the  baby  side  of  the  business,  and 
by'  a  lady  assistant  who  specialises  in 
toilets.  Mr.  Ayers  is  chairman  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  local 
reception  subcommittee.  He  has  been  a 
member  of  the  committee  of  the  local 
branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for 
five  years  and  was  chairman  during  1948. 


Miss  M.  A.  Burr  (a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society' 
owns  the  old-established  pharmaceutica 
business  of  J.  T.  Robson,  160  Derby  Road 
close  to  the  Ropewalk  (the  "Harley  Street' 
of  Nottingham)  and  the  Park,  a  distin 
guished  residential  district.

Some  Nottingham  Industries 

With  the  growth  of  dyeing,  bleaching 
and  textile  finishing  in  Nottingham  the  in- 
dustrial demand  for  soap  rose,  and  Not- 
tingham became  in  its  turn  a  centre  for 
soap.  The  city's  soap  manufacturers  in- 
clude Gerard  Bros.,  Ltd.,  Wilkinson 
Street,  an  independent  company,  the  shares 
of  which  are  held  largely  by  the  descend- 
ants of  Thomas  Bruges  Gerard,  founder  of 
the  business.  Thomas  Gerard  left  his  em- 
ployment in  a  soap  factory  in  Derby  to 
set  up  on  his  own  account  in  Nottingham 
in  1876  for  the  "on  the  spot  market."  The 
present  modern  works  has  developed  from 
the  original  factory  (a  converted  saw  mill) 
that  he  established  in  a  district  locally 
known  as  Mill-in-t'-Hole.  Some  of  the 
accounts  started  by  the  founder  seventy- 
six  years  ago  are  still  open. 

The  factory  produces  Ino  soap  flakes,  a 
range  of  toilet  soaps,  shaving  soap  and 
creams,  2nd — specially  for  the  export  mar- 
ket— perfumes.  It  refines  its  glycerin  by- 
product to  B.P.  quality. 

In  a  new  industrial  estate  at  Colwick 
is  the  soap  factory  of  Pure  Products  Soap 
Co.,  Ltd.,  to  which  the  company  came  in 
1927,  two  years  after  commencing  produc- 
tion at  Shardlow.  near  Derby.  Equipped 
with  modern  machinery,  the  factory  was 
the  first  in  England  to  make  a  soap  con- 
taining the  new  germicide  hexachloro- 
phene. 

Closely  linked  with  Nottingham's  textile 
industry  is  the  business  of  Splendor 
England,  Ltd.,  specialists  in  cotton  and 
allied  products,  particularly  cotton  wool, 
and  sanitary  towels  and  garments.  The 
company's  warehouse,  situated  near  the 
site  of  the  old  Week  Day  Cross,  is  served 
by  factories  at  Radford,  where  raw  cotton 
■is  bleached,  carded  and  packed  in  the  sizes 
normally  used  for  surgical  purposes,  and 
where  sanitary  towels  are  manufactured. 
Recently  the  company  turned  its  attention 
to  the  manufacture  of  Sheernet  two-way- 
stretch  elastic  surgical  and  two-way-stretch 
Nylon  elastic  stockings. 

Raywarp  Textiles,  Ltd.,  Alfred  Street 
North,  manufacturers  of  hair  nets,  occupy 
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a  mill  where  formerly  was  made  lace 
(from  which  the  manufacture  of  hair  nets 
is  derived).  The  company  was  the  first  in 
the  field  with  ultra-fine  Nylon  nets,  in- 
cluding "  invisible  "  nets  of  15-denier  Ny- 
lon thread. 

P.  P.  Payne  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Haydn  Road, 
incorporated  in  1931,  claim  to  be  the 
largest  manufacturers  in  the  United 
Kingdom  of  printed  cotton  packaging 
tapes,  printed  ribbons,  etc.  The  com- 
pany's factory  has  been  expanded  three 
times,  and  even  at  present  additional 
premises  are  being  equipped. 

The  wholesaling  and  manufacturing 
business  of  Potts'  Infant  Friend,  Ltd., 
Digby  Street  and  Willoughby  Street,  was 
established  in  1840  at  Ilkeston,  Derbyshire, 
commencing  with  the  manufacture  of  the 
preparation,  still  being  used,  that  gives  the 
present  company  its  name.  Order  books 
of  the  business  go  back  to  1865,  and  a 
grandson  (Mr.  Richard  Charles  Smith 
Potts)  of  the  founder,  Mr.  Richard  Smith 
Potts,  is  still  a  director  of  the  company. 
On  the  formation  of  the  limited  company 
in  1923  the  organisation  branched  out  into 
the  wholesaling  of  proprietary  articles,  and 
today  gives  a  delivery  service  in  Notting- 
ham, Derby  and  the  intervening  towns  of 
proprietaries,  prescription  preparations, 
and  own  specialities. 

From  the  headquarters  of  the  Rexall 
Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  Kirkewhite  Street,  are 
distributed  to  3,000  Rexall  agencies  in 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  supplies  of  pro- 
ducts bearing  the  Rexall  and  other  exclu- 
sive trade-mark  names.  The  company 
originated  in  America  just  fifty  years  ago, 
when  between  thirty  and  forty  chemists 
decided,  in  the  face  of  cut-throat  price 
competition,  to  pool  resources,  formulas, 
etc.,  and  adopt  a  name — Rexall — for  their 
products.  After  a  few  years  the  number 
of  chemists  in  the  organisation  had  in- 
creased to  nearly  10,000.  Extending  from 
the  U.S.A.  the  organisation  went  first  to 
Canada,  and  in  191 2  came  to  Britain.  A 
considerable  export  trade  is  done  from  the 
Nottingham  headquarters. 

A  subsidiary  of  Rexall  is  Riker  Labora- 
tories. Ltd.,  which  commenced  business 
in  1 95 1,  and  is  specialising,  in  association 
with  its  headquarters  in  Los  Angeles,  in 
preparations  for  issue  on  prescription. 

A  company  of  pharmaceutical  origin, 
though  now  specialising  in  food  products 
is  Newball  &  Mason,  Ltd.,  Beech 
Avenue.  The  business  was  started  by  Mr. 
Mason,  a  chemist  and  druggist,  in  1850, 


his  partner  Mr.  Newball  joining  him  later 
Mr.  Mason  commenced  the  business  h;

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HOSPITAL  PHARMACY  IN  BRITAIN 

By  H.  S.  Grainger,  Ph.C.  (chief  pharmacist,  Westminster  Hospital) 
In  an  address  given  at  the  centenary  convention  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  Philadelphia,  August  17-21.) 

factory  status  for  hospital  pharmacists  in 
modern  times.  The  low  remuneration  of- 
fered by  many  establishments  in  the  inter- 
war  years  resulted  in  a  shortage  of  highly 
qualified  men.  Since  the  1939-45  war 
there  has  been  a  rapid  improvement. 
Salaries — mainly  as  a  result  of  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists — 
have  been  brought  to  levels  comparable 
with  those  of  other  professions,  and  a 
better  outlook  prevails.  There  are  about 
1,500  hospital  pharmacists  (a  small  num- 
ber by  comparison  with  the  total  register 
of  25,000  pharmacists).  However,  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has 
been  generous  in  its  interest  and  support. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
there  were  set  up  throughout  the  country 
a  number  of  regional  hospital  boards.  They 
were  centred  on  the  main  teaching  centres 
and  their  function  has  been  to  exercise 
general  supervision  of  the  hospital  services 
in  their  area,  to  co-ordinate  their  work  and 
arrange  for  a  suitable  geographical  distri- 
bution of  facilities.  The  teaching  hospitals 
are  outside  the  purview  of  the  Regional 
Boards  and  are  governed  by  boards  of  gov- 
ernors appointed  by  and  directly  respon- 
sible to  the  Minister  of  Health.  At  the 
time  of  the  introduction  of  the  Act,  hos- 
pitals varied  widely  in  scope,  efficiency 
and  tradition.  On  the  whole,  the  volun- 
tary hospitals  were  the  best-equipped  and 
the  more  desirable  as  hospitals.  They  had 
a  tradition  of  autonomy  and,  because  of 
the  precarious  nature  of  their  income,  an 
eye  to  economy.  Hospitals  owned  by  town 
councils  and  other  local  government  bodies 
were,  in  the  main,  out  of  touch  with  the 
teaching  centres,  and  were  dependent  on 
a  vote  of  money  from  the  local  rates — 
thus  becoming,  sometimes,  susceptible  to 
petty  political  intrigue,  etc. 

Hospital  Pharmacist  Today 

How  does  the  pharmacist  fit  into  that 
picture?  Most  of  my  time  has  been  spent 
in  teaching  hospitals,  so  I  can  speak  best 
from  that  background.  The  pharmacist  is 
regarded  by  the  medical  men  as  a  profes- 
sional colleague.  He  has  thus  a  dual  role 
and  in  some  senses  a  dual  loyalty — a  unique 
position  that  makes  his  work  wide  in  its 
scope.      The  pharmacist   in   the  teaching 


THE  hospital  pharmacist  is  a  descen- 
dant of  the  apothecary  of  the  Middle 
ges,  whose  craft  was  to  provide  medi- 
inal  substances  for  the  use  of  the  physi- 
an  and  who  thus,  from  the  earliest  times, 
as  been  a  combination  of  craftsman  and 
lerchant.  During  the  Middle  Ages  the 
iw  hospitals  that  existed  were  charitable 
istitutions  organised  by  the  Church.  In- 
itutions  such  as  St.  Bartholomew's  in  the 
ity  of  London  and  St.  Thomas's  in  West- 
linster  are  direct  descendants  of  the  old 
ospitals  of  the  monasteries.  There  were 
lso  the  infirmaries,  established  under  the 
oor  Laws  of  Queen  Elizabeth  I  and  con- 
dolled  by  boards  of  guardians. 

ole  of  the  Apothecary 

The  first  "  public  subscription  hospital  " 
as  organised  at  Westminster  and  one  of 
he  first  permanent  officers  to  be  appointed 
/as  the  apothecary.  He  was,  according  to 
he  minute  book  of  the  time,  required  to 
repare  a  list  of  medicaments  and  obtain 
lem  "  at  best  hand  "  from  the  apothe- 
aries  of  the  town,  compounding  them 
nly  according  to  physicians'  prescriptions, 
he  apothecary  had  his  shop  in  the  hospi- 
.1.  He  was  resident  and  was  allowed  to 
ke  private  pupils  for  fees.  With  changes 
his  funption  a  change  gradually  ap- 
eared  in  the  hospital  apothecary's  duties, 
le  became  a  sort  of  medical  registrar  re- 
ponsible  for  reviewing  the  beds.  At  a 
iter  date  he  became  anaesthetist  as  well. 

One,  A.  E.  Tanner,,  was  appointed  phar- 
lacist  to  the  hospital  in  1886.  He  was 
he  first  to  be  so  designated,  and  the  title  has 
emained.  Edmund  White,  who  rendered 
eoman  service  to  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
iety,  was  the  first  pharmacist  of  that  title 
t  St.  Thomas's.  The  hospital  pharmacist 
as  followed  the  apothecaries'  tradition  more 
losely  than  has  his  retail  colleague.  Un- 
ortunately,  there  was  no  legal  require- 
lent  that  hospitals  must  employ  a  "  dis- 
enser  "  qualified  by  membership  of  the 
harmaceutical  Society.  Many  hospitals 
ppointed  dispensers  without  training  other 
han  apprenticeship.  To  this  day,  some  of 
he  hospitals — especially  those  which  grew 
ut  of  the  old  poor-law  infirmaries,  are 
affed  by  unqualified  dispensers.  That 
as  been  a  weakness  in  establishing  a  satisr 
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hospital  is  usually  expected  to  give  lectures 
and  practical  instruction  in  pharmacy  to 
medical  students. 

Many  hospitals,  since  the  new  Act,  have 
appointed  supplies  officers  responsible  for 
all  purchases,  including  pharmaceutical 
supplies.  That  has  led  to  bad  feeling  and 
to  the  danger  that  the  pharmacist  might 
in  those  circumstances  become  a  mere  dis- 
penser subordinate  to  a  layman  for  the 
purchase  of  materials.  The  position  has 
now  been  cleared  by  a  statement  made  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  that  the  pharma- 
cist must  be  consulted  and  his  advice  taken 
on  pharmaceutical  purchases. 

In  the  larger  hospitals  many  of  the  phar- 
macist's requirements  are  manufactured  on 
the  spot,  including  tablets,  sterile  injec- 
tion products,  ointments  and  emulsions. 
It  is  my  belief  that  hospital  pharmaceutical 
services  must  soon  be  remodelled  on  a 
group  basis  to  correspond  with  the  group 
basis  of  administration,  the  most  suitable 
pharmacy  being  built  up  to  act  as  a  central 
laboratory  for  the  others.  One  hospital 
might  specialise  in  injectable  materials, 
another  in  ointments,  etc.  The  hospital 
pharmacist  should  be  turning  more  to 
analysis  and  quality  control  rather  than  to 
production.  He  should  still,  however, 
make  injections.  To  do  so  both  saves  ex- 
pense and  gives  products  in  no  way  in- 
ferior in  quality  and  in  elegance  to  pro- 
ducts of  the  manufacturing  houses. 

Value  of  Manufacturing  Facilities 

Tableting  and  galenical  manufacture  do 
not  offer  the  same  scope  for  economies,  but 
have  a  value  in  giving  flexibility  to  the 
department,  and  that  is  important  in  a 
hospital  with  a  vigorous  research  pro- 
gramme. A  new  compound  may  be  de- 
vised and  it  becomes  necessary  to  produce 
the  tablets  or  injections  of  the  material  as 
well  as  blanks,  indistinguishable  to  the 
clinician  and  patients,  for  control.  It  is 
usual  to  ask  the  pharmacist  to  record 
where  genuine  and  control  material  has 
been  issued.  By  that  method  it  was  pos- 
sible at  Westminster  Hospital  to  discredit 
the  ascorbic  acid  and  DOCA  treatment 
for  rheumatoid  arthritis.  Without  facilities 
for  tableting,  etc.,  such  collaboration  would 
become  impossible.  The  importance  of 
maintaining  also  a  small  analytical  labora- 
tory cannot  be  over  emphasised.  First,  it 
is  necessary  to  carry  out  control  analysis 
on  drugs  supplied.  For  example,  we  at 
Westminster  prepare  our  own  tincture  of 
opium   from   raw   opium.      An    assay  is 


necessary  on  the  material  at  the  time 
purchase  and  again  on  the  finished  m 
terial.  Such  a  laboratory  opens  other  pc 
sibilities  of  service  to  the  hospital,  f 
example,  the  control  of  quality  in  goo 
purchased  by  other  departments.  It 
often  possible  for  the  pharmacist  to  affe 
economies  in  the  hospital  by  offering  alte 
natives  to  some  of  the  commercial  prepar 
tions  available,  or  to  devise  entirely  ne 
ones. 

A  Full  Programme 

A  flow  of  work  of  this  kind  thro^ 
up  sufficient  problems  to  keep  even  tl 
most  energetic  hospital  pharmacist  wi1 
more  research  items  on  his  list  than  he  c< 
hope  to  cover.  A  pharmacist's  trainii 
must  always  be  on  a  wide  basis,  so  that  1 
can  handle  a  variety  of  problems.  The  he 
pital  pharmacist  does  not  normally  ta 
part  in  the  academic  teaching  of  pharmai 
students,  and  the  only  point  at  which  ] 
has  any  opportunity  of  training  pharm 
cists  is  during  apprenticeship.  In  teachii 
institutions  there  is  the  danger  of  ove 
specialisation  in  subjects  that  offer  hi,j 
academic  reward  and  a  neglect  of  the  le 
spectacular,  though  equally  importa 
chores.  That  tends  to  produce  a  k 
flexible,  less  adaptable  pharmacist  th; 
would  result  from  closer  liaison  betwe< 
the  practical  and  academic  teaching.  Tl 
hospital  pharmacist,  however,  is  call* 
upon  to  instruct  medical  students  in  tl 
elements  of  pharmacy,  to  a  degree  th 
varies  from  hospital  to  hospital.  Recent 
the  board  of  studies  in  pharmacy  in  tl 
University  of  London  issued  a  curricului 
which  is  being  followed  (approximately) 
most  of  the  London  medical  schools.  It 
designed  to  encourage  intelligent  prescri 
ing  and  promote  collaboration  betwei 
doctor  and  pharmacist.  In  some  unive 
sities  that  aspect  of  the  medical  studen 
training  is  undertaken  by  the  faculty 
pharmacy.  In  my  view  that  is  unfortunal 
The  hospital  pharmacist  can  and  shou 
wean  into  his  curriculum  a  great  deal 
therapeutics  and  pharmacology.  His  co 
tact  with  the  students  when  they  come  in 
the  hospital  as  house-officers  provides  ; 
opportunity  for  further  collaboration. 
Westminster  Hospital  it  is  common  f 
students  approaching  their  examinations 
request  a  set  of  tutorials  in  materia  medic1 
Such  liaison  is  not  so  easy  if,  in  his  ear 
clinical  years,  the  student  has  received  r 
instruction  in  pharmacy  from  the  facul 
rather  than  from  the  practical  man.

Uses  of  the  Compounds 

Adrenaline  is  chiefly  used  as  a  cardiac 
stimulant  in  sudden  heart  failure.  Used 
with  local  anaesthetics  it  prolongs  the  ac- 
tion because  of  the  vaso  constriction  pro- 
duced. It  is,  of  course,  used  in  allergic 
conditions  such  as  hay  fever,  urticaria, 
asthma,  anaphylactic  shock,  etc.  Phenyl- 
ephrine has  the  least  tendency  of  these 
drugs  to  cause  cardiac  arrhythmia  and  is, 
therefore,  the  safest  pressor  agent  to  use 
with  anaesthetics,  especially  for  spinal 
anaesthesia.  Ephedrine  finds  its  chief  use 
in  the  relief  of  asthmatic  bronchial  spasm 
and  nasal  congestion.  Isoprenaline  is  par- 
ticularly effective  as  a  bronchodilator  and 
is  probably  the  most  effective  of  this 
group  for  the  treatment  of  asthma.  The 
amphetamines,  unlike  adrenaline  and 
ephedrine,  have  a  stimulating  effect  on 
the  central  nervous  system  and  are  used 
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in  the  treatment  of  mild  depressed  con- 
ditions to  relieve  fatigue  and  to  reduce 
sensitivity  to  pain. 

Vitamins  in  Massive  Doses 

In  recent  years  a  new  use  of  vitamins 
in  medicine  has  developed.  It  has  long 
been  known  that  vitamins  are  necessary 
in  small  amounts  for  the  normal  growth 
and  the  regulation  of  metabolism  in 
animal  life.  The  absence  of  any  of  them 
leads  to  a  "  deficiency  disease."  It  has 
been  shown,  however,  that  doses  much 
larger  than  those  necessary  for  normal 
growth  may  have  a  pharmacological  ac- 
tion and  several  vitamins  are  used  today 
for  pathological  conditions  not  caused  by 
vitamin  deficiency.  For  example,  vitamin 
A  has  been  used  for  the  treatment. of  skin 
disease  and  disorders  of  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  respiratory  and  gastro- 
intestinal tract.  Vitamin  Bi  in  large 
doses  has  found  useful  application  in  the 
treatment  of  toxic  conditions  due  to  al- 
cohol, drugs  and  industrial  poisons.  The 
effects  of  large  doses  of  vitamin  C  are 
not  yet  conclusive  but  it  is  claimed  that 
they  are  effective  in  certain  virus  diseases 
and  in  the  treatment  of  corneal  ulcers. 
This  vitamin  has  similarly  been  used  in 
the  treatment  of  burns,  for  animal  experi- 
ments have  shown  that  it  counteracts  the 
toxic  effects  of  histamine.  Vitamin  E  is 
also  said  to  affect  adrenal  activity  when 
given  in  large  doses  producing  an  in- 
creased secretion  of  cortisone  and  other 
steroids  of  the  adrenal  cortex.  Vitamin 
K  has  been  used  as  an  adjunct  to  radio- 
therapy in  the  treatment  of  cancer.  Its 
effect  would  appear  to  be  due  to  the 
resensitisation  of  an  area  that  has  be- 
come radio  resistant.  Only  with  vitamin 
D  would  there  appear  to  be  any  serious 
danger  of  harmful  side-effects  from  giving 
vitamins  in  large  doses. 

Immunological  Preparations 

The  advent  of  new  chemotherapeutic 
agents  active  against  bacteria  and  viruses 
has  eliminated  the  need  for  many  immun- 
ological sera  formerly  in  use.  (Refresher 
Course  articles  9  and  10,  C.  &  D.,  Feb- 
ruary 23,  p.  261,  and  March  8,  p.  324). 
It  is  still  true,  however,  that  the  weapons 
against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  are  the 
specific  antibodies,  and  for  this  reason 
the  prophylactic  toxoids  and  the  thera- 
peutic antitoxins  are  retained  in  the 
pharmacopoeia.  In  gas-gangrene,  too, 
antitoxins  are  still   the  most  satisfactory 


preparations   although   a  combination 
antitoxin     with     antibiotic    is  probat 
better  than  the  antitoxin  alone. 

While  a  number  of  antibiotic  a: 
chemotherapeutic  substances  have  been  el 
borated  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculos 
the  problem  of  immunisation  in  tl 
disease  still  remains.

Ethics  and  Status 

Sir, — I  write  as  a  research  chemist 
largely  interested  in  the  production  of 
pharmaceutical  chemicals  and  as  a  regular 
reader  of  the  C.  &  D.  Your  correspon- 
dent, Mr.  Keith  (C.  &  D.,  August  23, 
P-  259)  seems  most  indignant  that  a 
"  professional "  should  serve  in  a  drug 
store,  thereby  presumably  meaning  that 
he  should  not  serve  other  than  actual 
pharmaceutical  products.  This  is  appar- 
ently based  upon  membership  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  which,  of  itself,  is 
assumed  to  confer  professional  status.  In 
these  days  of  rodent-officers  and  refuse- 
disposal  officials,  as  well  as  of  a  guild  of 
unqualified  dispensers,  true  "  profes- 
sionals," who  will  normally  undertake  any 
sort  of  job  in  the  knowledge  that  their 
actual  superior  knowledge  of  their  subject 
is  taken  for  granted,  will  give  way  to  the 
water  and  gas  pipe  operative  who  even 
now  has  to  have  a  "  mate  "  to  hand  him 
his  tools.  Apart  from  those  hospital  phar- 
macists who  use  and  increase  their  know- 
ledge, the  present  day  "  chemist "  in*  his 
shop  has,  in  fact,  for  better  or  worse, 
rather  little  claim  to  that  highly  developed 
knowledge  or  creative  practice  implied  in 
the  term  "  professional."

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RECENT  RESEARCH 

Multiple  Injection  Valve. — A  small 
rubber-valve  mechanism  for  attaching  to 
syringes  to  prevent  transference  of  infec- 
tion during  the  giving  of  multiple  injec- 
tions is  described  by  Gispen,  Utrecht 
("Lancet,"  1952,  263,  171-72).  After  each 
injection  only  the  valve  and  needle  need 
be  exchanged  for  a  sterile  set.  The  rub- 
ber valve  withstands  many  injections  and 
sterilisations,  and  may  be  easily  renewed. 

Assay  of  3 :5 :3'-L-Triiodothyronine. — 

Gross  and  Pitt-Rivers  ("  Lancet,"  1952. 
262.  593-94)  describe  a  biological  assay 
°f  3  :5  : 3'-L-triiodothyronine  based  upon 
its  effect  in  preventing  goitre  in  animals 
that  had  received  thiouracil.  Three  groups 
of  ten  rats  each  were  given  0.1  per  cent, 
thiouracil  in  their  drinking  water.  The 
animals  of  group  A  received  daily  injec- 
tions of  an  inert  alkaline  solution : 
those  of  group  B  received  injections  of 
L-thyroxine  daily,  and  those  of  group 
C  received  injections  of  L-triiodo- 
thyronine  daily.  The  weights  of  the  thy- 
roid glands  when  the  animals  were  killed 
after  ten  days  indicated  that  the  potency 
of  L-triiodothyronine  was  three  to  four 
times  that  of  L-thyroxine. 

Cortisone  and   Salicylate  Antagonism. 

— In  a  letter  published  in  "  Nature  " 
(1952.I7O.240-41),  Smith  describes  experi- 
ments showing  that  sodium  salicylate 
opposes  the  action  of  cortisone  in  raising 
the  liver  glycogen  content  of  adrenalecto- 
mised  rats.  Forty-eight  rats  were  main- 
tained on  0.5  N  saline  and  normal  diet  for 
four  days  after  removal  of  the  adrenal 
glands.  Eighteen  were  injected  with 
5  mgm.  of  cortisone  each,  twelve  with 
5  mgm.  of  cortisone  and  100  mgm.  of 
sodium  salicylate  each,  and  eighteen  were 
left  untreated.  The  liver  glycogen  concen- 
tration in  the  group  receiving  salicylate 
was  found  to  be  lower  than  that  of  either 
of  the  other  groups.  That  of  trie  group  re- 
ceiving cortisone  alone  was  higher  than 
that  of  the  control  group. 

Trigona  and  Bees'  Waxes. — Among  the 
investigations  carried  out  by  the  Colonial 
Products  Advisory  Bureau  (Plant  and 
Animal)  and  reported  in  Vol.  II,  No.  3.  of 
its  quarterly  journal,  is  one  dealing  with 
trigona  wax  from  Tanganyika.  The  authors 
(Bennett,  Pearman  and  Raymond)  state 
that  the  amount  of  wax  present  in  some 
samples  was  only  52  per  cent.;  the  re- 
mainder was  resinous  substances,  earth  or 
plant  particles,  etc.  The  main  characteris- 


tic which  distinguishes  it  from  beeswax  i 
its  pronounced  stickiness.  Its  chief  us 
appears  to  have  been  for  adulteratin 
beeswax;  during  the  1939-45  war>  sue 
adulterated  wax  mainly  of  East  India 
origin  appeared  on  the  New  York  marke 
Adulteration  can  easily  be  detected  be 
cause  of  the  high  iodine  content  of  tri 
gona.  Attempts  to  find  a  commercic 
application  for  trigona  wax  have  so  iz 
been  unsuccessful.
